The Standard Oil company of Ohio 
today obtained a long term lease on 
a tract at the intersection of West 
Eights and Jefferson streets and the 
Horn switch on which a gasoline fill­ 
ing station will be erected.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 5.—Hard pressed 
by the ever advancing Cantonese but 
stubbornly contesting every foot

ground, General Sun Chuan-Fang, gov­ 
ernor of Chekiang province, still was 
waging a determined battle today for 
ccntinued control of Shanghai, and the 
coveted millions of revenue collected 
at China’s chief seaport. 
Although he was reported to have 
been defeated in the fight yesterday in

Yenchow, Sun 
continued to resist, and today

rushing up reinforcements to bolster 
his faltering lines. 
The outcome of the battle Is of great 
importance to the foreign residents of 
Shanghai, because with the defeat of 
Sun Chuan-Pang the prospect of seri 
ous fighting In the vicinity of the in 
ternational settlement becomes immi­ 
nent.

Stand-Pat Immigration 
The action of the United States senate in voting unanimous­ 
ly to extend the present immigration restriction quotas for an­ 
other year has been called a “Nordic triumph.”

The continuance of the present quotas instead of the new 
plan proposed does prevent a sharp reduction in the number of 
admissible Germans, Irish and Scandinavians, who are mostly 
blonds of the vaunted Nordic type. On the other hand, ^ pre­ 
vents the doubling of the admissible number of British, North 
Irish and Russians, who are also mainly blonds and Nordics. Thus 
the “national origins” scheme, temporarily defeated, would not

Each one in the world finds himself 
overatured by opposing interests, one 
carnal, sensuous and worldly; the 
other moral, spiritual and divine- One 
set of forces emenate from the devil’s 
world, the other from God’s world- 
One works in the interests of the 
kingdom of evil, and the other in the 
interests of the kingdom of the good. 
To which are you responding by the 
homage and service of your life? Evil 
has never been so alluring attractive 
and deceiving as it is today.

Secondlp, Temptations May be 
a Joy Because They Show Some Good­ 
ness in the One to Whom Temptations 
Come. 
Sin does not appeal in the form of an 
allurement to one morally and spirit­ 
ually lost and dead. He is the finish­ 
ed product of sin and evil ways are 
his native ways. 
The Bible teaches 
that there Is such: a state as being 
dead in trespasses and sins,” as be­ 
tes so low in iniquity as to he "past, 
feeling.” 
It is possible to so indulge and feed 
the animal In human nature that the 
soul, man’s higher, spiritual self, Is 
starved, dwarfed,, atrophied, so that 
religion and the appeals of holy faith 
are as a dead language to one In such 
a lost condition. Only the animal is 
alive. 
To present to these unfortun­ 
ates the higher life in Christ, the holy 


I joys of communion with God, is like 
offering a copy Emmerson's essays to 
a nest of kittens, or having a sym­ 
phony orchestra play Handel’s "Mes­ 
siah” to a rat-terrier pup. From such 
the criminal classes are usually re­ 
cruited the stories of their misdeeds 
shocking the world through the Bewa­ 
i l e r s , lowering, yes destroying the 
ideals of our youth. To them sin is 
their native air.” and evil their much 
loved way. So when the appeals of sin 
excite a war within the soul awak­ 
ening storms of protest of the better 
against the worse self within us all. 
it shows that the elements of good 
f* ve not a” yet been crushed to death, 
that "down in the human heart feel- 
Inga lie buried that grace may re- 
store,” meaning hope and possibili­ 
ties of a great redemption through the 
power of God, mighty to save. 
We believe that the better one is 
and the higher he mounts on the high 
planes of Christian character the more 
he is tempted. 
Did you ever notice 
that the wind blows more firecely on 
the peak of a mountain. The more 
holy the character, and the finer one’s 
sensitiveness to the distinctions be­ 
tween right and wrong, the more sub­ 
tle the appeal of sin. So It was with 
Jesus. 
We are told He was led by 
the Spirit into the wilderness to be 
tempted of the devil,” Spirit-filled but 
devil tempted. Yes we are have our 
temptations no m atter how good.” It 
I® one thing to be tempted another 
thing to fall.”

Thirdly, Temptations May be

We are told In Holy writ, and the 
statem ent is true to our experience 
that "God is faithful who will not 
suffer you to be tempted above that 
which you are able, but will with 
every temptation provide a way or 
escape.” There is a power in Divino 
grace to overcome all manner of sin 
so that we will be held accountable 
for the way we meet sin at the day 
of judgment and must "give an ac 
count for the deeds done in the body.

i Everybody’s deepest interest is in 
the question of how to live. That out­ 
ranks the other question of how to 
make a Jiving. Each mortal has a right 
to life, to real life, to the best life. 
We are not mere passive pieces in a 
picture puzzle of existence, or wooden 
pawns In a game played by blind fate 
Every human being is an individual 
personality, with an inalienable right 
to fullest development. In the very 
least of us, this divine dower cries 
out for expression. With all the power 
we possess, we protest that we are 
not chips on a stream, not straws in a 
wind, not parts of a machine, not help­ 
less creatures of circumstances. Every 
one of us knows himself to be a spir­ 
itual entity, designed for freedom. Our 
innermost selves cry aloud for an ex­ 
perience that shall be more than the 
routine of a laborer, a clerk, a tender 
of business, a housekeeper, a lawyer, 
a mechanic, a mere money-maker. We 
scorn 
the lot 
of that 
Frenchmau 
whose cynical epitaph ran: 
"Born a man, died a grocer.’ 
In colloquial phrases, How may a 
perron get hold of life by the handle, 
so as to wield It, Instead of being 
wielded by it? 
There are two principal answers, 
only one of which Is true. That given 
by the rebellious spirits of the present 
generation is to use life as a toy. Play 
with It, toss it idly about, flout it, 
break it, throw it away, and by no 
means regard it seriously. 
This may be 
called 
the 
"smart 
Aleck” philosophy, which disdains any 
serious or comprehensive attitude to­ 
ward life. Its program is to live for 
the moment, and to satisfy every de­ 
sire that is near and noisy. Whatever 
is old Is fogyish and foolish. (By the 
way, what will happen when the Jazz­ 
e s waken up to the realization that 
life is long and real and earnest, and 
that It contains old age, as well as 
youth? "Sm art Aleckism” is a philoso­ 
phy only for immaturity.) Duty, drudg­ 
ery, responsibility, veneration—these 
are taboo words and taboo principles 
with our merry materialists. They are 
only out for “a good time,” even if 
they must have It by being bad. 
There is another and truer answer 
for those who would take hold of life 
by the handle. It is expressed in all 
the stored-up literature and lore of 
the race; but best in Holy Writ. This 
principle that every man’s life has 
opportunities and obligations outside 
of himself. 
In the Christian concep­ 
tion, life is a mission, a responsibility. 
a stewardship. It is a talent entrusted 
to us by God, for the use and increase 
of which we are accountable. 
By this interpretation, man is sent 
into the world with powers and possl 
bilities for development. 
His chief 
end is to fulfill his 
capabilities of 
growth and of service. Because he par­ 
takes of the Divine nature, he has 
been given a Divine mission. His own 
soul-stature depends upon his accept­ 
ance of responsibilities commensurate 
with his character. A pregnant word 
of wise old Paul—one of the few ex­ 
plicit statements in Scripture of why 
Christ was offered up on the C ro ss- 
puts the principle thus, in his Second 
Letter to the Corinthians (5:15: "He 


died for all. that they that live should 
no longer live unto themselves, 
hut 
unto Him who for their sakes die! 
and rose again.” 
And, of course, to 
live for Christ is to live for men: "In 
asmuch as ye did it unto one of the 
least of these, ye did it unto Me.” 
So life is not a pastime, but a pur­ 
pose. We take it by the handle when 
we grasp It as God’s gift, meant to be 
used for its highest ends. In the para­ 
ble or Jesus which is this Lesson, life 
is a ta b n t to be employed. This stew­ 
ardship 
conception, 
which 
runs 
through all of the Bibln, puts power 
into living. It not only saves the spir­ 
it from pessimism 
and discourage­ 
ment. and from the withering blight 
of aimlessness, but it also lifts it up 
to the Divine level. With Jesus, the 
person who has 
devoted himself to 
this sacred conception of life may say, 
reverently, "The Father worketh hith­ 
erto, and I work.” The talent man 
finds himself to be In unity with the 
universe: in league with the stones 
of the field;” bound up in the bundle 
of God’s will. 
Existence 
yields its 
sweetest secrets to those persons who 
have apprehended this primary sig­ 
nificance of life, as a talent to be pos­ 
sessed and employed, and increased. 
In responsibility to a wise Father’s 
will. 
Two Successful, One Failure 
Here is a “success” story that will 
stand all tests.

Text James 1-2 My brethren count 
it all joy when you tall in divers 
(many kinds ot) temptations. 
The James who is the author of 
this letter is spoken of in Paul's 
letter to the Galatians as a “brother” 
of our Lord; and, in the Acts we learn 
that he was as at the head of the 
Christian church in Jerusalem. 
He 
interprets the teachings of the Christ 
in their bearing on the daily conduct 
of life, and la often regarded as one 
of the most practical of the New Testa­ 
ment writers, in contrast with St. Paul 
who interprets the teachings of the 
Redeemer of men, especially in the 
Letter to the Romans from a doctrin­ 
al viewpoint. St. Paul emphasizes the 
beliefs of men, St. James the deeds 
of men. The one says that we should 
believe the teachings of the Christ, 
the other calls us to express the teach­ 
ings of Christ in terms of life. 
Jam es has striking views as to the 
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temptations of life. 
To him 
the 
strength, power and beauty of the 
Christian life do not shine so brightly 
as when meeting Its foes, conquering 
them in battle, and coming off the 
field as a triumphant victor. 
This 
evidently is what he means when he 
refers to them as a “Joy.” How often 
we pray, “Lead us not into tempta­ 
tion,” and no doubt they are often 
foes to be avoided, but it all depends 
upon the way in which we m eet them, 
In resisting the temptations of life 
we may show forth the moral heroism 
of Christian character, the power of 
Christian principles and through them 
glorify our Lord so they may be the 
occasion of “joy.” With these thoughts 
in mind let us note; 
I. F irst:—Temptations are a joy in 
that they emphasize the fact that the 
Soul of man is of great value. 
Each one in the world finds himself 
o v ertured by opposing interests, one 
carnal, sensuous aud worldly; the 
other moral, spiritual and divine- One 
set of forces emenate from the devil’s 
world, the other from God’s world- 
One works in the interests of the 
kingdom of evil, and the other in the 
interests of the kingdom of the good. 
To which are you responding by the 
homage and service of your life? Evil 
has never been so alluring, attractive 
and deceiving as It is today.

I!s they are usually called, and also be 
fore any of the deciduous teeth ars 
normally lost, usually appearing at the 
age of six or seven years. 
The perm anent teeth are named a i 
follows: Beginning at the center line 
the first tooth on either side is called, 
respectively, right central Incisor, or 
left central incisor, then right or left 
lateral incisor, 
right or left cuspid, 
right or left first bicuspid, left or 
left second bicuspid, right or left first 
molar, right or left second molar and 
right or left third molar. Dentists are 
very frequently 
surprised to learn 
how few high school students, as well 
as high school graduates, know tho 
nam es of the teeth, 
and yet, why 
shouldn't they be taught som ething 
about this especial part of the human 
anatom y, which is the only part of our 
natural m akeup th at nature failed to 
m ake any provisions for any repairs 
tire process when ones defective. 
The perm anent teeth commence to 
take th eir respective places in the 
dental arch a t th e age of six years 
and evidently they were intended to 
last until death, a t least, bvt, Oh 
how often they are prem aturely lost. 
The question may be reasonably ask­ 
ed, W hy are they so frequently lost

teeth, but we do know that It is usual­ 
ly pretty good practice to take rather 
good care of w hatever nature does 
give us. 
Therefore, isn’t it reason­ 
ably good logic to take good care of 
those teeth? 
We are told that, through cell re­ 
production, the various tissues of the 
body are replaced once every seven j 
years, but it is a we!.-known fact th at 
tho teeth are the only exeception to 
this law of nature, because the teeth 
are 
^placed once, and only once, for 
all time, naturally, and It is very gen 
erally conceded by ail competent in 
vestigators th a t the loss of all the 
perm anent teeth materially shortens 
the life of th at respective individual 
in relation to w hat it would be if they 
had good natural teeth, even though 
they m ay have senricable substitutes. 
To be sure, no plea w hatever is here­ 
in intended fo r the retention in the 
enouth of diseased or defective tooth 
conditions which are not only a men­ 
ace to, but, m ost certainly, a preven­ 
tive of good 
health. 
The idea In­ 
tended to be stressed here is th at we 
'should be very careful to keep our 
teeth clean and free from all defects, 
thereby not only preventing pain, but 
will preserve them for the purposes 
m anifestly Intended bv nature.

To be sure, no plea w hatever Is here­ 
in Intended for the retention in the 
4nouth of diseased or defective tooth 
conditions which are not only a m en­ 
ace to, but, most certainly, a preven­ 
tive of good 
health. 
The idea in­ 
tended to be stressed here is that we 
should be very careful to keep our 
teeth clean and free from all defects, 
thereby not only preventing pain, but 
will preserve them for the purposes 
m anifestly intended by nature.

East LiYHfyool district will witness an extensive building pro­ 
gram this spring, judging from announcement made yesterday of 
plans for an industrial plant and two gasoline filling stations, not 
to mention prospective homes. Piobably one million dollars will be 
invested in the various projects. 
The Patterson Foundry and Machine company will build a 
modern factory and office building on the Martin tract in East 
End. while the Fisher Oil and Gas company and James Brown, 
owner of the B. & W. Tire company, will erect gasoline stations 
on Broadway-Fifth street and Dresden avenue sites. 
In addition the Homer Laughlin China company is considering 
the construction of another pottery plant in Newell. 
And the budding boom is not confined to the East Liverpool 
district. Chicago, according to press dispatches, will spend a half 
billion dollars in five years. St. Louis runs it a close second with a 
program which, when the size of the city is considered, is almost 
ar pretentious. 
• 
During these same five years St, Louis expects to complete 
public improvements aggregating about $80,000,000. 
They in­ 
clude a $6,000,000 memorial plaza, a $12,000,000 waterworks, a 
$5,000,000 auditorium, a $4,000,000 courthouse, an $8,000,000 
street lighting-.system and a $16,000,000 sewer plan, with large 
additional sums allowed for better fire equipment, new parks and 
playgrounds, elimination of grade crossings and other puiposes of 
utility md beauty.

Panama And Nicaragua 
The American public 
to be loping inter jet in Nicaragua, 
feeling that while the situation there is not altogether satisfao 
tory, it will probably- work out all right. 
And perhaps it will, 
sooner or later. 
But there are curious complications with other 
Latin-American countries. 
PST 
Panama is the most striking example, since Mexico began to 
^disappear from the Nicaragua scene. 
Newspaper leaders may remember reading, a few weeks ago, 
' about a treaty negotiated between the United States and Panama, 
and submitted by the president of Panama to the national assem­ 
bly for approval. It was a treaty which bound the United States 
and Panama more closely together, correcting some conditions un­ 
satisfactory to Panama and incidentally assuring this country of 
more complete control over the Panama'Canal, with thorough­ 
going cooperation on the pail of Panama in case it ever became 
necessity to defend the canal against foreign attack. 
The Panama government and public were friendly to the 
treaty. Then came the landing of American marines in Nicaragua* 
and all the resulting developments that attracted the attention of 
the world to that country, immediately opposition was shown to 
the new treaty. There were public demonstrations against it and 
appeals to “safeguerd Panama’s sovereignty.” Then, near the 
end of January, the Panama assembly by a vote of 39 out of 46 
thrived the treaty. 
Panama seems to have turned “anti-American.” And thifs it 
looks as if Uncle Sam’s efforts to safegitgrd the canal rights in 
Nicaragua have, in a totally unexpected way, made canal rights 
less safe in Panama.

Stand-Pat Immigration 
The action of the United States senate in voting unanimous­ 
ly to extend the present immigration restriction quotas for an­ 
other year has been railed a “Nordic triumph/* It is not neces­ 
sarily that. 
The continuance of the present quotas instead of the BOW 
plan proposed does prevent a sharp reduction in the number of 
admissible Germans, Irish and Scandinavians, who are mostly 
blonds of the vaunted Nordic type. On the other hand, ^ pro 
vents the doubling of the admissible number of British, North 
Irish and Russians, who are also mainly blonds and Nordics. Thus 
the ‘‘national origins’’ scheme, temporarily defeated, would not 
have made much difference in the relative proportion of Nordics* 
Alpines and Mediterraneans admitted, though it would make con 
sjderable difference to Certain nationalities. 
The senate vote is little more than a stand-pat victory ac­ 
tuated by a desire to avoid trouble by keeping the immigrant 
situation as it is.

Sin does not appeal in the form of an 
allurement to one morally and spirit­ 
ually lost and dead. 
He is the finish- 
cd product of sin and evil ways are 
his native ways. 
The Bible teaches 
that there is such- a state as being 
dead in trespasses and sins,’’ as be­ 
ing so low In iniquity as to be “past 
feeling.” 
It Is possible to so indulge and feed 
the animal in human nature that the 
soul, man’s higher, spiritual self, is 
starved, dwarfed, atrophied, so that 
religion and the appeals of holy faith 
are as a dead language to one in such 
a lost condition. Only the animal is 
alive. 
To present to these unfortun­ 
ates the higher life In Christ, the holy 
joys of communion with God, is like 
offering a copy Emmerson's essays to 
a hest of kittens, 
or having a Bym 
phony orchestra play Handel’s “Mes 
siah” to a rat-terrier pup. From such 
the criminal classes are usually re­ 
cruited the stories of their misdeeds 
shocking the world through the news­ 
papers, lowering, yes destroying the 
ideals of our youth. To them sin is 
their native air, ’ and evil their much 
loved way. So when the appeals of sin 
excite a war within the soul, aw ak­ 
ening storms of protest of the better 
against the worse self within us all. 
it shows that the elements of good 
have not all yet been crushed to death, 
that “down in the human heart feel- 
ingg lie buried that grace may re- 
store,” meaning hope and possibili­ 
ties of a great redemption through the 
power of God, mighty to save. 
We believe that the better one is 
and the higher he mounts on the high 
planes of Christian character the more 
he Is tempted. 
Did you ever notice 
that the wind blows more firecely on 
the peak of a mountain. The more 
holy the character, and the finer one’s 
sensitiveness to the distinctions be 
tween right and wrong, the more sub­ 
tle the appeal of sin. So it was with 
Jesus. 
We are told He was led by 
the Spirit into the wilderness to bo 
tempted of the devil,” Spirit-filled but

it

thing to fall.”

’I hirdly, Temptations May be

We are told In Holy writ, and the 
statem ent is true to our experience 
that “God is faithful who will not 
suffer you to be tempted above that 
which you are able, but will with i 
every temptation provide a way or 
escape.” There is a power in Dlviuo 
grace to overcome all m anner of sin 
so that we will be held accountable 
for the way we meet sin at the day 
of judgment and must “give an ac­ 
count for the deeds done in the body.” 
It will there be seen w hether we have 
used it or used it not.

Everybody’s deepest inter st is In 
the question of how to live That out­ 
ranks the other question of how to 
make a Jiving. Ear!, mortal has a right 
to life, to real life, to the best life 
We are not mere passive pieces in a 
picture puzzle of existence, or wooden 
pawns In a game played by blind fate 
Every human being is an individual 
personality, with an inalienable right 
to fullest development. In the very 
least of us, this divine dower cr!.*'* 
out for expression. With all the power 
we possess, we protest that we ar-i 
not chips on a stream, not straws in a 
wind. not parts of a machine, not help 
less creatures of circumstances. Every 
one of us knows himself to be a spir­ 
itual entity, designed for freedom. Our 
innermost selves cry aloud for an ex­ 
perience that shall be more than the 
routine of a laborer, a clerk, a tender 
of business, a housekeeper, a lawyer. 
a mechanic, a mere money maker. W e 
scorn 
the lot 
of that 
Frenchmau 
whose cynical epitaph ran: 
“Born a man, died a grocer.’ 
In colloquial phrases, How may a 
person get hold of life by the handle. 
so as to wield it, Instead of belga 
wielded by it? 
There are two principal answers, 
only one of which Is true. That given 
by the rebellious spirits of the present 
generation Is to use life as a toy. Play 
with it, toss It Idly about, flout it. 
break It, throw it away, and by do 
means regard it seriously. 
This may be 
called 
the 
“smart 
Aleck” philosophy, which disdains any 
serious or comprehensive attitude to­ 
ward life. 
Its program is to live for 
the moment, and to satisfy every de­ 
sire that is near and noisy. Whatever 
Is old is fogyish and foolish. (By the 
way, what will happen when the Jazz­ 
e s waken up to the realization that 
life is long and real and earnest, and 
that it contains old age, as well as 
youth? “Sm art Aleckism” is a philoso­ 
phy only for immaturity.) Duty, drudg­ 
ery, responsibility, 
veneration—thece 
are taboo words and taboo principles 
with our merry materialists. They are 
only out for “a good time,” even if 
they must have it by being bad. 
There is another and truer answer 
for those who would take hold of lire 
by the handle. 
It is expressed in all 
the stored-up literature and lore of 
the race; but best In Holy Writ. This 
principle that every m an’s life has 
opportunities and obligations outside 
of himself. 
In the Christian concep­ 
tion, life Is a mission, a responsibility. 
a stewardship. It is a talent entrusted 
to us by God, for the use and increase 
of which we are accountable. 
By this interpretation, man is sent 
into the world with powers and possi 
bilities for development. 
His chief 
end is to fulfill 
his 
capabilities 
of 
growth and of service. Because he par 
takes of the Divine nature, he has 
been given a Divine mission. His own 
soul-stature depends upon his accept­ 
ance of responsibilities commensurate 
with his character. 
A pregnant word 
of wise old Paul—one of the few ex­ 
plicit statements In Scripture of why 
Christ was offered up on the C ro s s - 
puts the principle thus, in his Second 
Letter to the Corinthians (5:15: Tie

no longer live unto themselves, 
hut 
unto Him who for their sakes die!

And, of course, to

We take it by the handle when 
we grasp it as God's gift, meant to be 
used for its highest ends, tn the para 
hie of Jesus which Is this Lesson, Ute 
is h tal*nt to he employed.

through all of the 
Bible, puts powir 
into living. It not only saves the spir­ 
it from pessimism 
and discourage­ 
ment. and from the withering blight 
of aimlessness, but It also lifts It up 
to the Divine level.

devoted himself to 
this sacred conception of life may say, 
reverently, “The Father worketh hith­ 
erto, and I work.” The talent man 
finds himself to be In unity with the 
universe; in league with the stones 
of the field;” bound up in the bundle 
of God's will.

sweetest secrets to those persons who 
have apprehended this primary sig­ 
nificance of life, as a talent to he pos­ 
sessed and employed, and increased, 
in responsibility to a wise F ather’s 
will.

into the five talent level. Each is to 
be rewarded according to the use he 
makes of his own gifts. Many a mod­ 
est mother, who has never been heard 
of ouLide of her ow n neighborhood, is 
more of a success than a spectacular 
statesman who has been faithless to 
his highest possibilities. 
Failure like 
success, is relative. 
We can easily understand the two 
successes in the story. They were nor­ 
mal men, accepting a tnt st and seiz­ 
ing an opportunity. But what about 
the man who somehow “cannot get 
along.” He burled his talent, as the 
peasant in the East buries his sav­ 
ings. 
His was the old-stocking con 
ception of thrift. 
He did not trust 
hanks, or his fellow men. Doubtless 
because he was only a one-talent man, 
timit, shiftless, irresponsible, he let 
his gift lie idle.
